A Grim Warning 
To Japan 


One year ago, the Japanese government 
signed a non-aggression pact with the So- 
viet Union. The official Communist Party 
paper of the U.S.S.R., Pravda; takes a look 
at the present status of this pact. 

Pravda concludes that the pact has served 
a useful purpose. But it, warns the rulers of 
Japan that they had better think twicé about 
violating the non-aggression agreement. 

The Japanese government is warned that 
“it is necessary that the military and fascist 
cliques whose heads have been turned by 
military successes realize that their prattle 
about an annexationist war in the north may 
cause damage, in the first place and most of 
all to Japan herself.” 

The Japanese armed forces “have, it is 
true, been winning in the Pacific. But this 
has been mainly because they have met with 
practically no organized resistance on a 
mass scale. Even terribly handicapped forces 
—such as our fightérs in the Philippines— 
have displayéd an ability to balk the Japa- 
nese time schedule by sheer heroism and 
doggedness. In China, a people woefully lack- 
ing in war implements, has been able to 
shatter all the finé Japanese plans of easy 
conquest, 

If the Japanese violate their pledges of 
non-aggression against the Soviet Union, 
they will quickly discover to their sorrow 
that they have made a big mistake. 

Hitler has been tasting the lash of the 
Red Army’s power, an experience quite dif- 
ferent from his easy path of victoriés prior 
to his June 22 attack.
